public Latin school. We have been told, 
that he, served an apprenticeship to the 
printing business, that he attempted to es- 
tablish himself as a printer at Keene, N. H:. 
—but removed thence to Albany, in 1792, 
where he followed the occupation of a paper- 
From Albany Webb removed to 
Providence, where he was extensively, and, 
‘it is believed, prosperously, engaged in 
cotton factories, He returred, with his 
family, to Boston, in 1813. He wag.a man 
of undoubted integrity and persevering en- 
terprise. But itis not always “ in mortals 
‘to Command success.” Things went wrong. 
Commercial restsictiona: and their concomi- 
tant embarrassments disappelated: the hopes. 
and defeated the ‘pians of Webb ; and he: 
was about to settle for life in Ohio,—hoping- 
there to meet success, and to arrive at that 
enviable state of ptcuniary indepen:

Lastly, our Order is entitled to high 
respect and consideration from the beneficial 
effects it has produced. As no institution 
has a tendency to better consequences, so 
from none have better consequences result- 
ed. Strangers as the world are to its 
mysteries, they “annot be so to the happy 
inficence arising from them. Though we 
do. not say with the Ephesian silversmith, 


“Ve know that by this Crafe we have our 


wealth,” yet the houseless, the friendless, 
the stranger, the widow and the orphan will 
declare, we have found it a reservoir for 
our wants, a bank in our darkest scasons of 
penury, a prop in our declining years, and 
a specific for our numerous infirmities. We 
pretend not that it hat changed the nature 
of man, for its followers are as frail and sub- 
ject to error as others; but we do aver that 
thas prevented or lessened misery and 
vice, and has called back the wandcrer to 
repentance, rectitude and peace. It has 


‘| silenced the tongue of calumny, disarmed 


revenge, defeated the purposes of treachery, 
reconciled enemies, and redressed injuries. 
It has tarried relief into the prison ship 
and thé dungeon, lessened the cruci task of 
slavery, and stayed the arm, which had 
levelled the instrument of death in the hour 
of battle. It has softened the rigors of war, 
and would give an effectual chcck to it, were 
mankind governed by the spirit of love which 
it breathes. This must, however, be ef- 
fected by embracing its principles, instead 
of relying on its resources. In short, it has 
been seen enlightening the barbarism of the 
darkest ages, adding lustre to science and 
improvement, tempering the ferocity of the 
savage, ard einbellishing the civilized state. 
We cantrece those eras, in which Freema- 
sonry flousished, as some of the most lucid 
periods of history ; not only by. its benign 
effects in advancing the arts and sciences, 
and by the formation and accomplishment of 
the most valuable plans, but by the pecaliar 
refinement, which rarked the time when it 
performed its Juminovs.course: just as in 
civil government, we Wok back to the mild 
reign of some of the wisest sovereigns, 
whose talents and virtues rendered their 
names illustrious apd their nation happy. 

I might dwell more particularly on one of 
its greatest characteristics, its diffusive 
charity ; out I willingly avoid enlarging ona 
topic, which, being so often descanted on, 
has become almost as threadbare as the 
garments of the pauper who solicits it. 

Can such an Institution have enemies ? 
We pity the weakness and blush for the 
depravity of human nature, when we declare 
that its encmies are- numerous and virulent. 
It was worthy the character of an effeminate, 
weak, yet crucl nation, who enforce convic- 
tion by the fuck, to denounce the thunders 
of their inquisition and raise their powerless 
arm against it. But what more than Gothic 
ignorance and Vandal inbumanity is display- 
ed by a few bigoted enthusiasts of a particu- 
Jar denomination, in a distant section of this 
land of civil end religious freedom, who with 
Quixotic fury have wantonly assailed it ! 
We smile at their denunciations, we defy 
their impotent efforts. Do they expect to 
accomplish their object ? Did the waves of 
the ocean speed their course with less rapidi- 
‘ty to the shore, when the’ imperial Canute 
commanded them, ty lie still in ‘their ted ? 
Or did the great luminary of day move with 
sown majesty through —* heavens or shine

The vices of its members have been arrayed 
against it, snd elander has basely misrepre- 
sented its designs: yet, without extrinsic 
sid, it has successfully sustained all opposi- 
tion, and it will continue to flourish. The 
Eternal seems to have set his seal upon it; 
they who war. against it fight against truth, 
-and in such a conflict they must despair of 
victory. ; ae 
To my honored andience my most respect- 
ful gratitude is due for the attention they 
have so generously given to a subject, in 
@. greater part. of them can he but 
tele, if ae all. interested. In the station I 
am placed, however, it ig a subject which 
demands my first regard,*and in which my 


brethren are deeply concerned. In delineat-. 


ing the claims of the Institution to dignity 
and respect, if I have satisfied one doubt, 
eradicated a single prejudice, or created 
one new favourable opinion, I shall be more 
than repaid. I have merely stated facts, 
without attempting to make proselytes. 
Would you know the beauties of Freemason- 
ty, you must do as you would with land con- 
taining mines, not surver its face, but ecarch 
ita bosom. While most of you may, ina 
regular manner, satisfy yourselves of the 
truth and justice of my observations, some- 
thiog surely ought to be adduced in extenu- 
ation of a custom, which prohibits the fairest 
‘part of the community from partaking in the 
privileges of free and accepted Masons. 

If, Ladies, a veil of mystery had not sur- 
rounded our Order, the questionnever would 
have_been agitated, why females are not ad- 
mitted into the Socicty, any more than why 


they are not elected legislators, why they do 


not give their suffrages for rulers, have a 
voice in town affairs, Or yote as church 
members. The Lodges of antiquity exclud- 
ed females, and we dare not innovate on 
customs, which time immemorial has render- 
ed sacred. It might have been a wise pre- 
caution, for, had they been admitted, the 
Craftsmen might have neglected the labours 
of the templc to worship the divinities who 
presided in it. Tous the loss of your so- 
ciety is as severe as it is irreparable. The 
reason which has been so frequently assign- 
ed, that females cannat be intrusted with 
secrets, is as trivial as it is absurd, and as 
foolish as it is false.

Quacksin letters, phys- 
ic or the mechanic arts would meet with but 
small encouragement merely because they 
were ostensibly virtuous ; and surely knowl. 
edge ant experience are as necessary in the 
Masonic art as in any other, The Tyrian 
Craftsmen were workmen ; and their Grand 
Overseer was as much cclebrated for his 
great skill in architecture and the sciences, 
as for his uprizhtness and regularity. A 
capacity and a disposition to impart instruc- 
tion are requisite to fit persons for useful- 
ness in their stations. This sentiment seems 
to be sanctioned by the Deity himself; fur 
on the appointment of Aaron tq the priest 


for the sacred office : “ I know that he can 
speak well,’
